“There was a lack of small billa la 
this city up to a few months ago. but 
now the bankers, merchants and bn>i- J 
ness men of every kind have all t ic 
small bills they want. 
They have got 
(hem by sending in their larder billa. 
The revenue stamps on checks have 
probably something to do with bringing 
into more general nae the smaller bills. 
“Th© reason we cannot Issue the smal­ 
ler bills as fast as the bankers want 
them is because we are restricted by 
law.
